I The following article, whicll 
the Louisville Register, was written 
jllenmn,’ s.iys ihut paper, ‘of high respectability, 
who had an opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with the .Olds related in his cmninunication.’ 

Who was Blaiinerhassel ? and what h.xs become 
;of him? Having lately seen in the New York 
and Pliihidelpliia papers, several hciitious no- 
tices of this celebrated personage, is ihe apol- 
ogy which the writer of this article offers for 
giving what he believes to be the true history of 
tins inun’s career, and final exit from Ihe troubles 
of this world — which will be mneb easier lo do 
jthan lo wiite a h.gbly colored picture of things 
which never e.visied except in the fancy of some 
novel wri er, 't'hc anihorily for the facts liercin 
difcb seJ hy tho writer, is believed to be autheu' 
IMC, and ot ilie highest clmracler. In the first 
place, who was Blaiinerhassel? In answer lo 
this question our informaiiuii is, that it was a 
name assumed by an individual whose real name 
was Lewis Carr, who was born in Ireland, as 
has always been stated. His family were highly 
respectable, nnd an elder bioiher fifed the sta- 
tion of Secretary lo the Governinunt of Calcutta, 
in the East Indies, lo which place young I.ewis 
nent as an ensign in the engineer department, 
where ho remained about two years, in wliicli 
tinie ho was engaged in several scrapes and in- 
trigues which finally compelled him to resign 
his commis.sion and seek a place of refugo in Ihe 
city of King' ton, in Ihe Island of Jamnicn, w here 
he read law and commenced Ihe practise, 
and also engaged in merchandising, by which 
means, and a secret connection with the buca- 
neers and pirates who hovered .-•ound the West 
India Islands and or< the coast ol Mexico, he 
^amassed a splendid fortune, which he spent w ith 
equal profusiun. While employed in this buis 
I ness, he frequently visited Mexico, and became 
ncqnniniad with rnttny of the leading men 
were preparing the way for a revolution, ntiirn 
|Carr loresaw must orenk out in a sliort timo; and 
being a bold, unprincipled intriguer, he was per~ 
'peiually engaged in difficulties, of one kind or 
another, until shortly before he came to the Uni- 
jicd Slates, an intrigue with the wife of one of 
the wealthy citizens of Kingston made that place 
too hot lor him, nnd he sold out his properly and 
came to the United Stales, nnd landed at New 
Ol leans, and from thence up to I.ouisville, Ken- 
tucky, where, or in that section, ho purchased 
some property, nnd finally located himself on the 
celchrnicd Isl.nd in the Ohio river, near Mariet- 
ta. 'I'his move look (tiace near the year 1803 or 
4. When he reached New Orleans he assumed 
the name of Blannerhasset. The beautiful and 
accomplished lady wt.o accompanied and lived 

iwiih him. was not his wife! She was and 

had many fascinating accomplishments, which 
made her more worthy of Blannerhasset Ihnn he 
was of her. Col. Burr first saw Blannerhasset 
early in the year 1805; and instead of Burr’s 
seducing him, there can he no doubt that Colonel 
Burr receivetl from him such an account of Mex- 
ico, its wealth, and disposition for revolution, as 
seduced liim into the project of invading it, and 
the question as lo who should be the great man, 
was one reserved by Lewis Carr, (Blannerhas- 
sei) until future events should develope them- 
selves; ns Carr alway'S declared to his friends 
lhal he intended Col. Burr as the military which 
was to advance him to the supreme command of 
•Mexico. 

' The movements of Col. Burr and Blannerhns- 
set in the United Sliiles, during Ihe year 1805 
and (>, are already known, and of course need 
not he detailed in this stniemenl. 

! After their projected invasion of Mexico had 
failed, and Blannerhasset had broken up at his 
Island, he returned to New Orleans, where he 
left the lady who had been bis companion, and be 
embarked (or the Island of New Providence, one 
()1 the Bibamas, in the West Indies, and settled 
iit Nassau, iis ciipilal, and recommenced the prac- 
itice of law. In a short lime he obtained a lu- 
'crative practice, and married a l.ady of one of tho 
I most respectable families of lhal place, and was 
'soon after disturbed by a visit from his BInnner 
basset Island companion, who gave him much 
trouble before he could get her to retire in peace; 
which she did, and toon after returned t« the 
Hiiiled States, nnd now is believed to be n resident 
of one of the southern slates. When settled in 
Nassau, he resumed his true name ofLewis Carr, 
and soon acquired a handsome living; bat his 



restless sjiiril and intriguing disposition kept him 
constantly invoved in difficulties, and his Ireat- 
tnenl of his wife \va« cruel in the e.xlreme; yet 
. hy taking sides with the government ha was 
elected to the assembly ot the Bahamas, and was 
jehosen its speaker about 1829. This was his 
(last elevation lo notice; his treatment to his wife 
nnd his continual debaucheries and seditions, as 
nci money he could command ever slopped his 
progress, during the years 1831 and 2, he became 
so embarrassed that he was obliged to leave the 
Island, and once more returned to Kingston in 
Jamaica, from which place in 1833 he once more 
came to the United Stales, and landed at Phila- 
delphia under his true name Lewis Carr; it is 
believed that he for the last lime, visited Col. 
Burr, ai.d soon after was taken sick and died in 
obscurity in the city of Philadelphia. At least 
this is the belief of his wife and friends at Nassau. 

Thus ended the life of this bold and restless 
spirit, which, from his entrance into public life 
until his death, was one continual scene of ad- 
ventures. The years he lived at Nassau were 
filled lip with intrigues of a personal characler, 
but from 'he time he left the United States in 
1807 until 1833, he never resided any other 
place ihnn the l.-land of Providence. 

Our informuni was tho Vice Consul of tho 
United States, who lives on one of the Sallkey, 
Baham.a Islands, who read law with Blanner- 
hasset, nnd was afterwards his partner for near 
20 years, where he passed iirK'cr his Into name 
of Lewis Carr, and often loP' him this history of 
his life and connection wild Col. Burr, — so that

From the Prairie Beacon, 
THE KING OF POTTERS. 

Earthen Houses and Barns. Why not earthen 
Fences tool 

Mr Potter, of Lebanon, St. Clair County has 
been engaged for a year or two past in making 
expel iinen'.s upon common earth, as a material 
for iha construction of houses; the conclusion of 
which, if it do not entirely revolutionize the siib~ 
ject of Architectuio in Illinois, nt least bids fair 
to be of groat benefit to the country. More 
than a rear ago his attention was turned lo the 
subject of converting the soil into a material for 
liuilding ; and he soon asceriaineJ that when prop- 
el ly moistened, beaten, and dried in the sun, i; 
hecame s.i hard as perfectly lo resist the inlln- 
enco of Ihe atmosphere and the action ol rain. 
He found by experirtent, ihnt the kind of eartli 
best adapted lo his pnr|ioso was neither cla \ , nor 
the lop soil, that is, the purest vegetable inonid, 
but a stratum immediate between these two. 
Having tested the durability of llic material thus 
prepaied in various parts of llie countrv, nml 
satisfied himself that every wi ere it would be 
admirably adapted to purposes frf building, lie 
proceeded lo rear in the village of Lebanon the 
; walls of a dwelling house, of this malerial. The 
walls were easily carried up lo the intended 
height, roofeil, and suffered lo remain in lhal 
(;ondiiion about one year, in orucr to become 
thoroughly dry. The house was tneii nRCil 
for the residence of his own family. During the 
last summer, he was encouraged by the success 
of his first experiineni, to make another on a 
somewhat larger scalo He h.as new built and 
Icovered the walls of a two story house, on Main 
|Strcel. Alrettdy the walls are so hard, that it 
requires several blows with a heavy hammer lo 
make a nail penetrate them. They are built 
upon a stone foundaiii.n ; those of the first were 
'carried up from common sills resting upon brick 
pillars, anil are npivarils of a fool thick. Dir P. 
siippo.ses, lhal in ordinary seasons ihe earth made 
|use of would be siifiicienlly moist for his purpose, 
without the addition of water, which during the 
late dry summer he has been compelled to make. 
Very little water, however, is employed ; even in 
Ihe driest natural slate of the soil, which appears 
to become moist and plastic under the precess of 
healing or ramming. This is performed upon 
the soil, alter it is laid upon tho wall, hy means 
■of pestles, or short rammers, which are rounded 
at the end that comes in contact with the soil. It 
would seem that the beating, or ramming too, is 
jralheranicG process ; since, if it be carried loo 
ifar, it is found that the walla become friable when 
dry, and ars disposed to crack and crumble. 
While the work is going on, planks are laid up 
edgewise in the midtile, not only to give tempo- 
rary support to the rising walls, while in a soft 
stale blit to give a uniform face lo the sections 
made in the walls for doors and windows, after 
Ihe walls are dry; for these are sawed out of the 
solid walls, after the house is built, as in the 
construction of leg-houses. But how is it that 
the builder secures a nniform thickness to his 
walls? By means of a strong box. without top, 
ends or bottom, ami several feet long, which is 
placed upon that part of the wall that is going 
up, and filled gradually with soil, which is beaten 
or ramined nt suitable intervals. 1 have called 
it a box; but it ma)' be better lo say that it is 
[simply two planks, fastened together nt two or 
Nhree points on the upper edge, and firmly se- 
cured at a certain distance from each other, 

I which distance of course determines the ihick- 
Ine.ssof the wall. When this box has been filled, 
:its .sides are loosened, and it is removed t-a anoth- 
er part of the wall, or carried higher. Mr P has 
[calculated the expense of his earthen houses at 
ihree-fifllis the cost of a brick one Thus the 
■sciicily and dearness of lumber in the west, 
jseems in a fair way to be efleelualiy obviated, 
and I see not why wc may not now build towns 



and cities on every .prairie. It is understood 
Ithat Mr P. intends taking out a patent for his in- 
jVeniion Ilis ingenuity and perseverance de- 
serves a rich reward, \V. P. II.

PoRTRAir Painting — W e yesterday had the 
pleasure of visiting the room of Mr Oliver Fra- 
zer, on 5'h street, near Jefferson- -Mr F. was 
the favorite pupil of Jouilt.

From the Watertown (N. Y.) Slundaid. 
IjlPORTA.NT experiment IN PLANTING OoHel. 
— A few weeks since we published a communi- 
cation from a corretpotidenl, giving the results of 
an experriment in planting corn, hy Hart Mas- 
sey, Esq. of this village. Mr. Massey called 
upon us on Saturday last to correct an important 
error in said conimiinicotion, and invited us per- 
sonally to examine ihe said field, which we accor- 
dingly did, and now give the results of our obser- 
vation. 

Mr. Massey look the seed corn with which he 
planted the field, a small qiianlily, and snaked 
It in a solution of salnitre, commonly called salN 
petre, and planted five rows with ike seeds thus 
prepared The remainder of the field, we be- 
lieve, was planted by the same inlrvidual. Now 
for the result. The five rows planted with corn 
prepared with salpetrc, will yield inoio than 
iwcnly-five rows planted wiihoul the preparn- 
4ion. The five rows were tin'ouched hy the 
|Worins, while the remaiiidei of the field suffered 
severely by their depredations. IVe should judge 
jihiil not one kernel salurnted by salipelre was 
jlouched, while almost every hill in the adjoining 
TOWS siiffored severely. No one who will exam- 
line the field can doubt Ihe efficacy of the piepa- 
jraiion. He will be astonished at the striking 
(lifforenre between the five rows and tho remain-- 
|dcr of ihe field. 

I Here is a simple fad, which if seasonable and 
generally known would have saved many ihou- 
jsand of dollars to the farmers of this county alone 
in the article of corn . It is a fact, which should 
be universally known, nnd is, in all probability, 
'one of the greatest discoveries of modern times 
;in >1'® neglected science of agriculture,

Sin — Woman chisii l redress her wri ngs — 
Her feeble tirtn i< powerless! even were justice 
lobe reaclicil with corl.ainty throu"li fafigues in 
the tented field, and liberty la given to an op- 
presBfld, enuliivod, and iiuulted people, ’tis not 
woman who should le.nd the way. It belongs to 
the “lion heart and eagle eye” of your se.\, sir, to 
lead in war, to mantain a people’s rights, to 
do or die in redressing their wrongs, to save their 
country from oppression and slavery. But to 
you, sir, Canada can never look for as.'istnnce. 
It has been said by an eminent author, that every 
roan has his price, and however unjust the re* 
mark is with regard to others, I conceive it well 
applies to yourself. 

This letter I intend as a partial c.tpostire of 
the sufferings of myself and family and of the 
execution for treason of my beloved husband, 
Samuel Lount, 3/. P. P. I uould remaik that 
my husband was born in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, in the year 1791, and emigrated to Cana- 
da when about 23 years of age. lie had taken 
the oath of allegiance, and had become an adop 
ted citizen of the Province, He was|a reformer 
and a subject. He had become familiar with the 
constitution and laws of Great Briiian, and 
where they were regarded and justly adminis- 
taied it gave him pleasure. During tils life time 
he had frequently been requested by his fellow 
citizens to become a candidate for a seat in the 
Provincial Parliament, but refused repeatedly 
At length however, he was taken up and elected. 
While in Parliament, he became acquainted with 
(he leading men of the country, anti being a iib- 
eralist in his opinions, united his political fortune 
with Dr. Rolfe, Mr MacKanzic, and other dis- 
tingu;.''hed gentleman, who beheld with regret 
the corruplic.ns of the government. They saw a 
rich and fertile country almost prostrate and 
ruined — a noble people possessed of the feeling 
and sympathies of men, trampled upon by the 
mercenary wretches whose places in office gave 
them power. Year after year Canadian griev 
ances became more alarming, until almost the 
entire population groaned for relief — groaned be- 
neath the yoke of their bondage. This, sir, no 
one knows belter than yourself. And while 
seated upon the judical bench, enjoying one of 
the highest oflices in Canada, together with 
others, conceived the noble thought of working a 
civil revolution in the Pr.)viiirc, and give liberty 
to a people whose chains you have since the out- 
break of the war, most diligently labored to rivil 
clo.?er upon them. This, with all your indepen- 
dence and seeming purity, you dare not deny. He 
whom you have been instrumental in consigning 
to the grave, and, whose spirit is ns pure as the 
angels in heaven, testifies to your guilt, despica- 
ble and most horrid — a> frieiu), co-pa! riot, traitor 
and Judge. 

True it is that my dear husband, whom your 
laws have lorn from mo and from his helpless 
children, espoused sincerely the CHUse of reform. 
Had the plans succeeded — the reform would have 
been obtained — the Governor secured — and the 
Province freed ■ ithoiit the shedding of n drop 
of human blood. Had not the mislako been 
made for* rallying, the arms cf iho Provence 
would have been taken by consent, nnd Sir 
Francis have been held in their power to answer 
for his oppressions. Those with whom my hus- 
band acted, were moved by the impulse of noble 
and generous sympathies. They panted not for 
offices, for those they enjoyed — they thirsted not 
for blood, for Canadians were their brothers — 
they were determined to drive n Nero from his 
throne, to rid Canada of a tyrant, nnd effect a 
civil revolution that would give happiness and 
prosperity to the country. Had they been sue 
ceisful Canadians to the latest posterity would 
have blest them. 

But, sir, all is not over yet. No Government 
whose only acts are those of violence nnd cruelty, 
whose stetuie book is stained w ith the blood of 
innocent siifferrers, nnd whoso land is watered 
by the tears of widows and orphans, can long 
stand contiguous to a naiion abounding with free 
institutions O Canada! my own coun;.''J. from 
which 1 am now exiled by a party whose mercy 
is worse than death — I love thee still! Destruc- 
tion hath overtaken thy brightest ornaments, and 
the indignant feelings of thy sons biirn upon their 
hearts, but they dare not give utterance to their 
thoughts. How many mothers have suffered 
like me, the loss of home nnd all that could make 
that homo pleasant. Thi.«, however, could have 
been borne. They who love liberty, and prize 
their independence above all earthly things re- 
gard not the loss of properly. I do not write ti 
•xcite your sympathy, for that I neither expect 
or covet; 1 write that Canada may know hc-r 
children will not silently submit to the most 
•gragious outrage upon private properly, nnd 
even life itself. Sir, it beggars desoription, and 
ie beyond my compeloncy to relate my sufferings 
while b subject nnd a citizen of Canada. For 
the geneiot .5 acts of a brave and noble hearted 
man I have seen his sun taken before his moth- 
er’s eyes, tied like a gsley slave, and driven to 
prison as a felon; aye, m^^re — I huve seen the in 
nocent youth covered with wounds received from 
a drunken and brutal soldiery, whose election it 
was to do the dirty woik of cfficials. 1 have 
seen my husband’s house pillaged, and ii.’s parlorl 
made a soldier’s camp, his projterty ronfiscaIed,j 
and his heart broken wife end si.x children i 
thrown upon the charily of the cold world. 1 I 
have beheld the husband and farther in prison,! 
condemned to death without the Ica.st shiiduw of 
a crime proved against him. I ask in the name 
of rry cuuniry, are acts like ihc.-e to be tolera- 
ted by an English Government, or is there on 
this earth an Englishman who docs not blush at 
the recital of such acts of cruell) ? 

Sir, the (-fficers of the Government of Canada, 
civil and military, arc placed over the people 
without their nm.'ctil. They form a combina- 
tion too powerful for the prayers of an humble 
citizen to move. Bo their acts however corrupt, 
the law is by tht'inscivca administered, and con- 
sequently they are beyond its reach, while if the 
private citizen cffcnilcfl, he is neither safe in his 
property or person . If’ihoso things are so, 1 ask 
you how long will the people of Canada lamely 
submit? Will they not soon rise in their strength 
as one man, and burst asunder the chains that 
bind them to the earth, and revolutionize and 
disenthral Canada front the grasp of tyranny ? 

Sir, savage nations lespcoi my sex, and their 
female captives arc treated with kindness. \«ur* 



Gcvc.'noi r.nd his Council, together with a nia- 
j-Tiiy of your parly, during the late difficulties 
iieilber respected pi ivate properly nor the harm- 
less and unoffending wuniuii. With him and his 
minions, all were fit subjects on whom to prac- 
tico cruelly. 

Alter my lamented husband had been convic- 
ted i learned that Gov. Arthur had visited the 
*pri5on,and it was hoped that mercy had called j 
him thither. But theie was no mercy in his oh-, 
durale heait — cruelty is the reigning demon ofi 
his passions. When Mr Lount was arrested and i 
carried bound toTorunto, I immediately repaired ! 
there, but was not allowed by the Governor to| 
see him. He told me that my husband “looked ‘ 
Jwell.” This I afterwards found to be false, aSj 
he had suffered much. An officer in the regular; 
'army. Capt. Fuller, finally obtained a pass for' 
;me, and I was allowed to go with him, and once! 
'sec my husband. I found him a shadow, pale,! 
land debilitated. Poor man! here I beheld hiuil 
'in prison, not that he had burr,ed a cilv, for he! 
I had saved Toron’o from flames— not tha't he had: 
|taken the lives of his enemies, for lie was oppos-j 
|ed to the shedding of blood , But he had opposed | 
jhim^elt to the oppressors ofhis countrymen — 
jand for this was doomed to sufler. On his trial 
|he plead guilty — guilty of aiding in the revolu- 
jtion. nothing more. And for this was doomed tol 
jsuffer death, which sentence was pronounced byj 
your Honor, and on which occasion, I am infurm-j 
led, you trifled willi his feelings and acted the 
demon. When I learned the result of the trial, 1 
was again permitted to visit my husband. Learn- 
ing that the Governor had been to see him, I 
was anxious to know the result of the inter- 
view. Ho told me ‘it would be no satisfaction to 
know.’ I asked him if the Governor spoke kind- 
ly? He said, “No, bespoke har^h, and onlyj 
added insult to injury.”

Thirty five thousand of 
his subjeclss aLo asked him to interpoie his pow- 
er ai.d save my husband from the sentence of the 
law. 1 then kneeled before him in behalf of my 
husband. With an air of disdain, he told me 
“not to kneel to me, !.ut to kneel to my God!” I 
replied that I was kneeling in prayer to the Al- 
mighty that he would .si.ficn his heart, I told him' 
my husband did not fear to die — that he iva.s pro-j 
pared for death; but it was Sis wife and children, 
asking fur his life to be rpnicd. To this he' 
snceiiiigly replied, that “il lie was now prepared 
lor death, he might not Lc so well prepared at! 
another lime ” O! n'.on.ste:-, that he is to rule a' 
virtuous people!

'I'hoiigh thousands hod pelioned for his respite, 
that his case might he laid before the home Gov- 
ernment; all was of no avail. Petitions, mois- 
tened by virinous tears, nor the humble siipplica- 
lions of an nliiiost heart-broken wife at the feet 
of the Canadian Governor could touch his heart 
or move his compassion. Did the law of honor

; bondage. She will be free. -The lion will give' 
iw-ty, nnda bold star will eventually ornament 
the Canadian Standarif sheet. Then will the 
names of Canada martyrs be sung by poets and 
extolled by ointors; while those names that now 
give law to the bleeding people of Canada, tvill 
be loathed and forgotton by the civilized world. | 

! And now, by the cruelly of the government, I 
find myself a widow, driven fiom home and kin- 
dred .and a stranger in a sirage land. I shall 
close this letter by onv ing that my husband, just 
■ before his tragic death, said he “he freely for-i 
gave them ( he Tories) for their cruelty, and 
that ho was prepared to meet his God in peace.”

Eight of the above-named crew were kindly 
taken on board the ship Leonilns, Captain 
Akerman, bound to Mobile, who generoiislv fol- 
lowed the example of humanity set by Copt.

A t a meeting of the Mayor and Board of Council- 
men of the city of Lexington, January 14 1839, 
the following ordinance was passed: 

I An ordinance to amend an ordinance, in relation to 
the granting of Licenses: — 

Whereas, by the lllh section of an act, passed by 
the J^egisluturc of Kentucky’, entitled an act to amend* 
an act, approved Dee. 8, 1831, entitled an act, to incor- 
porate the City of Lexington, it was enacted, “that no 
license to keep a cofi'ee house or victualling house, or a 
house for retailing spirituous or other liquors, shall be 
granted by the council upon the payment of a sum of 
money less than one hundred dollars:” And whereas, 
by the existing ordinances, tavern licenses are granted, 
permitting the retailing of spirituous and other liquors*- 
for a less sum than $100, — therefore. 

Sec. 1. He it ordained hy the Mayor and Board of Coun- 
cihnen of the City of Lexington, That hereafter, no 
tavern license shall be granted, with a license to retail 
liquors, except upon the payment to the City Treasurer 
of the sum of one hundred dollars in advance. 

Sect. 2. Be it further ordained, 'Fhat hereafter no 
license, to keep a coffee house, porter house, victualling 
house, or any other license for tlic retailing of spiritu- 
ous or other liquors, (except tavern licenses as above) 
shall be granted, except upon the payment, in advance 
to the City Treasurer, of an annual tax of two hundred 
and fifty dollars; and not then, unless the applicant can 
produce to the Mayor and Council the written petition, 
in favor of the same, of a majority ofthc bona fide house 
keepers of the tenements on the square upon which said 
coffee house, or other houses for retailing as aforesaid, is 
proposed to bo kept, and of those on that portion of the 
square opposite said house, fronting on the same street 
with said house proposed to be licensed, and the clerk of 
the City is directed to describe the location of each house 
to the occupant of which a license may issue, on the 
body of said license, and upon the Records of the city 
Sect. 3. Be it further ordained. That licenses may 
be granted by (he Ma^’or and Board of Councilmen to 
such persons as may apply, tlierefore to keep taverns or 
confectionaries, without the retail of spirituous or other 
liquors, upon the payment in advance, to the City 
'ITcasurer, of the annual tax of twenty dollars: Provi- 
ded, that the person obtaining such license shall take an 
oath, bclorc the .Mayor and Council, or produce to them 
a certificate of a justice of the peace, that he or she has 
taken said oath, prior to the issuing of such license*, 
that he or she w ill not, during the continuance of such 
license, retail any spirituous or other liquors, nor keep- 
ihc same to be given away as an inducement, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, to the obtaining of custom to their 
house or houses then licensed. 

Scet. 4. Be it further ordained. That should any 
person sell or retail any spiritous or others liquors, or 
keep a tavern, or othev public houses of entertainment* 
w’ithout having first obtained a license therefore, agree- 
ably to the ordinances, he or she, so offending, shall 
forfeit and pay to the use of the City, the sum of $20 for 
each offence, to be enforced by indictment or by war- 
rant, in the name of the city.

In the U. S. House of Representatives on the ] 
21st. Mr Ahajis made a statement, in the course 
of which, he distinctly averred, that “though he 
had so earnestly advocated the right of persons to 
petition for tho abolition of slavery in the District 
of Columbia, yet he was not himself prepared to 
grant their prayer. On the contrary, if the ques- 
tion were presented at once, he should vote against 
it. He knew not what change might be wrought 
upon his mind by a full and fair discussion; but as 
yet he had seen no reason to change his opinion, 
though he had read all that had been written and 
published on the subject by the Abolitionists them- 
selves. Mr. A. then went at length into his rca- 
pons for oflbring the resolutions of inquiry on the 
eoiitroversy between Messrs. Stevenson and O*- 
Councll. 

Mr. A. having concluded his explanatory re- 
inaiks at three o’clock, proceeded to present to tho 
House his nnincrous petitions, praying for the abo- 
lition of slavery, for the repeal of the resolutions 
passed by tlie House on the 12th December upon 
that subject, and also that the mover of the same 
receive a vote of censure for introducing them into 
the House.

Mexico for trial, and placed him (Santa Anna) in' 
command, with directions to notify the French Ad-' 
tniral that it was the determina^pn of the Mexi- 
can Government to sacrifice theRepublic rather 
than yield any one point for which they had con-, 
tended; which communication, he said, had been 
sent to Admiral Baudin:” he also stated that “rs 
the result was uncertain, it would probably bn asl 
well to embark the Americans until things were 
more settled.” 

So soon as the despatch was received by Admi- 
ral Baudtn, three hours were asked for the embark- 
ation of the French subjects, which were granted; 
and during the afternooii,alltheforeigners, as well 
ns French, were embarked or sent to the castle. — 
The Americans, and several others, on board the 
“Consort” and “Erie.” At 4 a. in. the boats of 
the French squadron, containing between twelve 
and fifteen hundred men, attacked the town under 
cover of a very dense fog — so that they were not 
l>erceived until on the mole, and in the fort. 

They landed in three divisions, at the north and 
south forts, and the centre at the mole, command- 
ed by Admiral Baudin in per.son. Their npnro.Tr!; 
was first announced by the blowing i;pcf the gate. 
In a few moments they had possession of the town. 
The troops in town did not exceed four hundred, 
and so scattered that they made no stand before 
the French, but retreated to tho barracks on the 
south of the city, where they were soon joined by 
Santa Anna, who narrowly escaped from his bed, 
by the roof of the adjoining house, while the guard 
at his door were disputing most gallantly the en- 
trance of the French; nor did they succeed, until' 
they were about to blow uji the door, when the! 
Mexicans fled to save the property of their Gene- 1 
ral’s friend. So soon as the Prince de Joinville,' 
who led his party, succeeded in securing General 
Arista, who was in bed at the time of the attack, < 
in the next room to Santa Anna, and perceived he! 
had just missed the latter, as his bed was warm,: 
he rushed to the attack of the barracks, where he' 
learned the Mexicans had made a stand. He was, 
however, warmly received and repulsed; and after 
a long conflict, driven from before them; and Gen. 
Santa Anna continued to harrass them from the 
houses, &c. until they reached tho mole, where he 
assembled about two hundred and fifty of his men, 
and made a rush to secure the Prince or the Ad- 
miral; but fortunately for the latter, they had a 
small field piece on the end of the mole, charged 
to the muzzle with grape and cannistcr; and as the 
Mexicans approached, led on by .Santa Anna in i 
most gallant style, they discharged the fatal piece, 
and no doubt saved their Admiral, at whom the! 
Mexican fire was principally levelled. 

By this discharge Gen. Santa Anna lost his left^ 
leg and received a wound in his right arm; it killed 
three officers and three men, and wounded six or 
seven others. It checked their progress for tho 
moment, and the French succeeded in completing 
their embarkation. The Admiral’s coxswain had 
six shot in various parts of his body. A midship- 
man and hoy were killed beside him. The loss of 
the French is estimated at about fifteen or eigh-! 
teen killed and fifty wounded; the proportion of 
oflicers is very great. The loss of the Mexicans, 
so far as I have been able to ascertain, was not a

Opening of the French Chambers. — The 
French chambers were opened on the 17lh Dec., 
by the king in person, \vIio made the following 
speech: 

Gentle.men Peers akd Gentlemen Deputies: 
Since your last session the prosperity of France 
lias continued to increase, and her repose to be ren- 
dered more secure. 

I am glad to meet you again that I may have your 
concurrence in still further meliorating a condi- 
tion of things already so favorable. 

My relations with foreign powers are all satis- 
factory. Franco occupies the position which be- 
longs to tier in the estimation of her allies, and in 
that of the world at large. 

A Conference has been commenced in London 
on the aflairs of Belgium and Holland, which I 
doubt not will have a pacific issue, giving indepen- 
dence to Belgium, and new guarantees to the re- 
pose of France. 

In Italy the Austrian troops have retired Crom 
the Roman Slates. In conformity with Viie Con- 
vention with the Holy See, our troops have evacu- 
ated Ancona. The military q;;cupalion had cens- 
ed in those stales, whose independence interests 
France so deeply. 

Spain ;5 still a prey to the same distractions and 
misfortunes. We continue to fulfil with all our 
allies all the claims of the treaty of the quadruple 
alliance. The government of the Queen Regent 
has continued to receive from us not only the suc- 
cors which the treaty requires, but all tliat further 
su.aport, which the interests of France allow to be 
afforded.

Assuming for t)ie De« 
inocracy the broad panoply “(hat Uic end ofrocietyis 
the public good, and the institution of govcrnnient isto 
secure to every individual (he enjoyment ofliis rights, 

— “that the rights of man in society are liberty, equality, 
security of person and property,” we shall treat every 
scheme to cliange tin's condition of things as antagonist 
to tlie public welfare and dangerous to the public liberty. 

VVe believe that much of the legisla'inn of tlie present 
day is radically wrong, because calculated if not design- 
ed, to make rich richer and the poor poorer,” the lead- 
ing object being profes-cdly to protect co.m.mkrce, which 
already has the power of regulating' and ruling every 
other imrsnit and profession, and is fast assuming the 
right to control the operations of Government itself. — 
I'he opposition — our enemies — knowing the present, and 
foreseeing the prospective influence which commerce 
must neces«arly exercise over any and every other pow** 
er in (he Government, have alrearl}* secured (hat influence 
with a view to their own aggrandizement, and hence (heir 
extraordinary am) uncea-iing efforts — their frauds and 
eorriipiions, to give (he commercial influence perpetuity.
